The  New  England  Watercolor  Society  celebrated  its 
centennial  by  establishing  its,  for  now,  permanent 
home-base  at  the  Guild  of  Boston  Artists  in  1985.  This 
year  marks  their  5th  at  its  current  residence,  where 
they  are  featuring  the  Annual  Winter  Members  Show 
through  February  3. 

A total  of  73  works  by  area  artists  make  up  this 
year's  exhibition,  which,  as  the  show's  press  release 
states,  range  from  “traditional,  through  abstract  to 
realist." 

The  NEWS'  5-year-old  residency  at  the  Guild  fol- 
lows a 15-year  period  of  itinerant  annual  exhibitions. 
The  Society  had  previously  made  its  home-base  at  the 
Museum  of  Fine  Arts  from  1951  to  1969,  until  a 
change  in  Museum  policy  in  1970  no  longer  permitted 
privately  organized  groups  of  artists  to  exhibit  there. 
Between  1970  and  '85,  the  NEWS  exhibited  at 
numerous  locations,  including  the  New  City  Hall 
Gallery,  the  Guild  of  Boston  Artists  Gallery,  the  Boston 
Center  for  the  Arts  and  the  Rockport  Artists  Associa- 
tion. The  Members'  Annual  Exhibition  was  held  at  the 
Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  Boston  in  1983,  and  the  Soci- 
ety has  held  Open  Shows  at  the  Bank's  gallery  since 
then. 

The  NEWS  was  known  as  the  Boston  Watercolor 
Society  until  1980,  when  the  continued  expansion  of 
the  Society's  membership  to  include  all  the  New  Eng- 
land states  led  to  the  name  change.  The  Boston  Water- 
color  Society  was  also  the  organization's  original 
name  when  forming  in  1885.  In  a reorganization  seven 
years  later,  the  name  was  changed  to  the  Boston  Soci- 
ety of  Watercolor  Painters.  The  name 

held  until  1966,  when  the  Society  

changed  back  to  its  original  title. 

Thomas  Allen,  president  of  the 
Society  from  1892  to  1924,  was  one 
of  its  27  early  charter  members, 
which  also  included  F.  Childe  Hassam, 

Joseph  Lincoln  Smith  and  Honorary 
Member,  John  Singer  Sargeant.  A few 
of  the  more  familiar  artists  in  the  Soci- 
ety's first  40  years  were  Charles  Cur- 
tis Allen,  Frank  Benson,  George  Hal- 
lowell,  Louis  Kronberg,  Otis  Philbrick, 

John  Whorf,  Charles  Woodbury  and 
Stanley  Woodward. 

The  Winter  Members  Show  conveys 
a consistency  and  overall  quality  that 
essentially  goes  beyond  its  selection  of 
award  winners.  Three  of  the  most 
notable  entries  are  on  display  in  the 
front  window  at  the  Guild — Bill 
Temes'  Fall  Garden,  Monhegan,  Sergio 
Roffo's  No  Parking,  Boston  and  Nancy 
Howell's  Sand  Dollars  and  Sea 
Urchins. 

Roffo's  work,  a sharply-detailed 
rendering  of  Louisburg  Square,  is  one 
of  eight  award-winners  in  the  show, 
granted  the  Grumbacher  Medal 
Award.  The  remaining  list  includes 
Eugene  Cordon's  Rowboat  in  Green 
Grass  (Gold  Medal),  John  Loughlin's 
Crows  (Silver  Medal),  Gregory  Dun- 
ham's A View  of  Stonington  (Guild  of 
Boston  Artists  Award).  Peter 
Spataro's  Country  Living  (North  Shore 
Arts  Association  Award)  and  Honor- 


able Mentions,  Joyce  Lozzi's  Commonwealth  Avenue, 
Joan  Dunkle's  Molly's  Song  and  Mary  Lizotte's  Carmen 
Miranda.  Judging  for  the  awards  was  Paul  Rahilly,  an 
instructor  at  the  School  of  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts 
and  the  Mass.  College  of  Art. 

“I  think  the  show  conveys  many  different  philoso- 
phies, from  non-objective  to  the  hardest,  tightest  real- 
ism," says  Loring  Coleman,  a longtime  NEWS  member 
and  the  Jury  member  of  the  Society's  North  American 
Open  Show  last  year.  Coleman  adds,  “We  were  looking 
for  a home-base  for  many  years  after  we  left  the  MFA. 
“We've  been  at  the  Guild  for  five  years  now  and  I 
believe  we've  settled  in  comfortably  here.  We  also 
have  143  members  now." 

The  NEWS  will  sponsor  another  North  American 
Open  Show  from  May  7 to  June  22  at  the  Federal 
Reserve  Bank.  The  Society  normally  makes  the  effort 
to  hold  at  least  one  other  major  exhibition,  in  addition 
to  the  Winter  Members  Show,  each  year.  - 

For  those  interested  in  membership  with  the 
NEWS,  the  Society  holds  its  annual  meeting  in 
March,  in  which  applicants  may  submit  three 
framed  paintings  and  a resume  to  a five-member 
jury.  The  decision  of  the  jurors  will  determine 
membership. 

There  is  also  an  associate  membership,  which 
requires  a $20  fee  and  entitles  such  members  to  the 
NEWS  quarterly  newsletter  and  members'  fee-paid 
entry  to  the  Open  Shows.
